Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: As previously stated, the claims can be broadly 
interpreted as they are presently written. In addition, explanations of a broad interpretation of the claims has been presented as well as the 
references that implicitly and explicitly teach the features presented in the claims. The examiner has tried to explain to the applicant in 
different manners how the prior art reads on the claims. The examiner suggests adding more detail to the claims in order to make them 
distinguishable from the prior art of record. 

The examiner would like to add where regarding "transmission", Stevens clearly states where transmission of audio as well as 
access request takes place, from the MS to the BS, as well as from the BS to a second MS. In addition, when a call connection is refused, 
transmission is stopped. It would be impractical for a system in which a call connection is denied to continue sending data that is going to 
overload the system's storage capacity (unless it is specifically stated that data can be sent and stored for latter retransmission). Stevens 
teaches where data is stored for further transmission as well as where data is completely stopped without being stored, as it is done in
